How to liaise Early Potatoes 


Of course warm, early land is indis- 


pensable. It should also be full of fer- 
tility 
There is little danger to be ap- 


prehended from having the land for 
earlv potatoes too rich, however objec- 
tionable it might be for late varieties. 
The manure, too, or fertilizer used, 
should be in condition for immediate 
use. 
Green unfermented manure is too 


slow for early potatoes. 
_ 


One way to start the plants is to make 


hot-beds or cold frames in which to give 
the youngi'plantsastart. The frames 
should not bo filled more than three or 
four weeks in advance of the usnal 
plantino- season, nor should the heat bo 
very strong. Just a little, protection 
from extreme weather is all that will bo 
required, as the potato will grow in quite 
cold weather. 


Make the frames as for the hot-bed 


planting, except that less 
manure 


should bo used. 
A depth of Jour or six 


inches of good manure would be better 
than a thick body, which might heat 
violently. Spread a little soil on top 
of the manure, to keep the potatoes 
from .direct contact with tho manure. 
Cut the potatoes to one or two eyes. 
Lay the pieces within two inches of each 
other, which will give about eight to 
ten square inches of room for each 
plant. Cover lightly with good soil and 
lay on tho sashes. 


In a few days the sprouts will start 


and roots will bo thrown out. When 
the stems appear above the surface, 
sprinkle over an inch of good soil. 
This will cover the little weeds and thus 
you will avoid the necessity of weeding 
by hand. The plants will also be strong- 
er and more healthy .for this "hilling- 
up" process. 
Give plenty o: air in all 


mild weather, that the plants may be 
hardy. When the outside weather be- 
comes warm enough, the plants must be 
set in the garden or field where they are 


'•• '$hey may remain in the beds till the 
itops are from four to six inches high. 
i 
When ready to remove, take off the 


frames, and with a six-tine manure-fork 
'take the plants up and lay them care- 
fully in a hand-barrow, or 'wagon-box, 
for carrying to tho field. Having the 
well-rnamired rows all prepared, take 
up a fork-full of the plants from the car- 
'riage, and carefully pull tho plants 
apart, keeping as much of the soil and 
manure attached to the roots as pos- 
•sible, and lay in the furrows. 
Asecond 


-hand should follow and draw 
soil 


around the roots, (is when setting cab- 
ba^es or other hot-bed plants. 
Then 


'with a hoe, draw up more soil and yon 
have a nice patch of potatoes all hoed, 
and perhaps uearlv ready to bud, when 
your neighbors have but just planted 
theirs in tho open ground. 


If a frosty night is feared, a hoe-full 


of dirt may bo hauled upon the tops, 
to be removed in the morning by care- 
ful brushing with the fingers. 


This is a method we have followed 


many years, and it has given us potatoes 
ripe for digging, from ten days to two 
weeks before they could be had by open 
ground planting. 


If the plants are started too early, so 


that new potatoes are formed before 
transplanting, the crop is apt to be 
dwarfed, as the roots get too large to bo 
disturbed, but if the plants are but 
fairly started into growth so there shall 
be no check from transplanting, quito 
full crops may be expected.

tawtnl to put out baits containing poison 
between the first day of -December and 
the first day of March, but the same shall

out said baits, shall, before putting out 
such baits, post in ihree public places in 
tbe town notices of putting out such baits, 
describing the land and location on which- 
said baits are placed and the date when 
put out, and within three days after the 
orst day of March shall take up and 
effectually destroy the same. For failure 
o'r neglect to so post such notices, or to 
so take up and destroy, said baits, the 
corson so puttitiK-out the same shall bo 
Sable for all damages sustained by saoh 
failure or neglect, and shall also forfeit 
the sum of ten (10) dollars.
